We participated in a complete inspection of the Des Bee Dove Mine as indicated above.
This mine was selected by OSM for oversight during evaluation year 2008. Weather
conditions were fair and ground conditions were partially snow covered and muddy.
There wa$ no surface water runoff noted on the reclaimed area. The primary purpose of
this inspection was to evaluate offsite impacts. No offsite impacts were documented
during the field inspection or review of environmental monitoring records.

The reclaimed swface disturbance at this site is approximately 36 acres (total permit area
is approx . 134 acres), and is well documented in the Des Bee Dove Mine Permit
Boundary Description contained in a stand alone binder of the approved OGM permit
document that includes all the EWM complex operations. All distrrbed areas have been
reclaimed.

nar. nqus*i#ifr'tegan the inspection with a thorough review of the approved OGM
mining permit and the required environmental monitoring records. Our review included
the following: OGM permit term is 09/A4D007 through 08/30IZfllrA. Two permit
conditions require electronic submittal of water monitoring data; and no disposal of
asphalt on Federal Lands,

Total bond amount held is $l ,169,718.00. OGM Phase I and Phase III bond releases were
approved during 2007 under separate actions. A post mining land use change to
industrial-commercial was approved by OGM for development of a gas well within the
disturbed area (AIl the pumphouse area and roadway was released in a Phase III action.
This parcel is USFS surface)-

Subsidence measurement and rnonitoring for the EWM complex is reported in the annual
report. Subsidence monitoring is no longer required for the Des Bee Dove Mine.
A11 Federal coal leases (BLM actions) have been relinquished here, Subsidence is
substantially complete (More than 3 years have passed since the last coal removal).

The Des Bee Dove Mine annual reports to OGM are current (2006). Sr:rface and
groundwater monitoring reports were not reviewed. This concluded orn records review.

Surface water runoff control for the reclaimed area is the approved land imprinting, and
surface roughening. Backfilling and grading to the approximate original contours
throughout the area is well done, and closely resembles adjacent undisturbed slopes. The
backfilling and final grading work is challensng in this steep slope (2: I slopes) canyon
environment. The reclaimed areas and permanent drainage channels established through
the reclaimed slopes were stable and functional. No erosion was noted.

This site was extensively disturbed pre SMCRA and topsoil was not salvaged. The entire
Des Bee Dove Mine reclamation area was disturbed pre SMCRA, including coal refuse
fills, and EWM excavated, removed, and reclaimed all the pre law disturbances in the
reclamation plan to achieve a natural approximate original contour. The primary
drainway was reestablished in its original channel location and elevation. The primary
drainway is stable given the surface water flows through the reclaimed area to date.

lnnovative soil science practices were used here to identiff attd salvage suitable
reclarnation soils. (EWM excavated back hoe trenches before redisturbance and
reclamation to sample, test, and identiff suitable replacanent soils. Soils were identified
as suitable using OGM soil suitability guidelines, soil sampling and soil testing criteria).
Coal refuse fills were excavated and removed. Replaced soils were heavily imprinted
(surface pocking and roughe,ning) to provide erosion protection on these steep slopes.
No erosion problems were noted during the inspection.

This reclamation effort exceeded regulatory requirements, and as noted above was very
challenging at best in this steep slope canyon environmelrt.

No offsite impacts were identified during the inqpection. This concluded the inspection.
